Scientists Who Made Red 
China s Nuclear Weapon 
Baffle Yankee Experts 


By FRANK CAREY 
WASHINGTON (AP>-There s 
a real Chinese puzzle connected 
with Red China’s recent 
nu­ 
clear weapons test: Who were 
the scientists who mastermind­ 
ed the venture? 
The Red Chinese have given 
no clues, nor have the U.S. 
State Department or the Atom­ 
ic Energy Commission. 
But there has been consid­ 
erable speculation in newspaper 
stories in the United States, 
Britain and France — with most 
of the theorizing centering on 
two men. 
These two scientists — whose 
backgrounds make it very likely 
they were in on the project — 
are: 
QUESTION SPELLING 
1. 
Ch’ien 
San-chiang. 
who 
heads the institute of nuclear 
physics 
at 
Peking 
and 
who 
worked in France during World 
War II 
on 
various 
research 
studies, including nuclear fis­ 
sion. 
2. Hsuc-shen Tsien, 55, who 
spent 20 years in the United 
States before being deported to 
Red China on allegations he had 
been a member of the Commu­ 
nist party before entering this 
country.

The opinion of the appeals 
court stated, in part: 


SHODDY BUSINESS

“The appellants' fundamental 
objective obviously was and is 
to, more or less openly, force
